THORN WHIPS REPRODUCING 


SUFFERINGS OK JESUS 


Albuquerque, N. M,, March 31—At 
leaxt two men were crucified iii New 
Mexico on Good Friday. 
There prob­ 
ably were more, but American v iso ­ 
rs at the village of the Penitentes, 
at Albuquerque, in northern New Mex­ 
ico, saw the naked forms of two men 
tied to huge crosses on which they 
suffered the agonies of Christ 
for 
more than a half hour, when they 
were taken down bleeding and ex­ 
hausted. 
On a lonely hill under a 
black sky the crosses were outlined 
against a cold horizon and the figures 
hanging thereon were wound In white 
sheets against which 
the 
swirling 
snowflakes beat. 
The 
figures 
were 
tied there In memory of Christ, the 
culmination of a week of ceremonies 
of a fast disappearing religious order 
that dates bark to the days of the 
Conquistadores. 
The victims are members 
of 
the 
Herniation de Luz, Brothers of Light, 
found in little groups throughout New 
Mexico and other se*-lions settled by 
the 
early 
Kpanlards. 
Eyewitnesses 
saw not only the actual crucifixion 
but other scenes reproducing the suf­ 
ferings of Christ before the redemp 
tion. 
On 
Maundy 
Thursday 
and 
throughout Good 
Friday, flagellants 
paraded in solemn processions, flog 
ging themselves across the balk with 
heavy thorn whips dipped in brine 
water to a* < entuate the pain. There 
ire reports that lo these Holy Week 
ibset van* es of the Brothers of Light, 
men have died on the cross, thus to 
u verity reproducing the crucifiixion 
and Passion of Christ. 
It is known that in one of the Fen! 
tentes villages of New Mexico, a vie 
tim was tied for three hours on the 
rose 
He had arrived more than a 
tile over a stony path, a journey that 
required more than an hour and three 
quarters, whipping himself with every 
step, and at a time there were more 
than 40 flagellants in one of these 
processions. 
la c e ra te d with the to r­ 
turous whip until the blood covered 
their naked bodies, 
the 
flagellants 
toiled over stony paths to the spot 
where the crosses weie erected and 
the re-enactm ent of the < ruclflxlon 
carried cut by the members of this 
strange not lety. 
The Brothers of Light are an order 
of flagellant* that dates from pagan 
times and continued into the Chris­ 
tian era and flourished 
under 
the 
teachings of St. Anthony of Pudua, 
who organized the socalled selfwblp- 
ping 
brotherhood* 
formed 
lo 
the 
T hirteenth century 
In 
Europe 
and 
which spread throughout Europe. 
But it has been 50 years since flag­ 
ellants have been seen in Spain and 
in New Mexico the custom is dying 
out except in the 
remote 
villages 
where these people cling tenaciously 
to their ancient customs 
Before a n ­ 
other decade it is probable there will 
not be a Penitents left In the south­ 
west.
